ferences by filing a notice of appeal 
and the fee set forth in § 1.17(b) within 
the time period provided under §§1.134 
and 1.136 for reply. 

(b) The signature requirement of 
§1.33 does not apply to a notice of ap- 
peal filed under this section. 

(c) An appeal when taken must be 
taken from the rejection of all claims
